Question of Allowing Women to Serve as Talesmen 
Promises Lively Discussion Present Method Assailed 


Members of the special commission 
established by legislative resolve to 
investigate the general question of 
jury service in Massachusetts, with 
particular reference to the service of 
women on juries, met at the State 
House today to organize and make 
its preliminary plans for its study. 

While the question of admitting 
women to jury service may prove the 
subject of liveliest discussion before 
the commission, the broader question 
of jury service will be the central 
issue. Several women’s organizations, 
including the League of Women 
Voters, are actively supporting jury 
service for women. Measures to this 


end have been before two successive 


legislatures, but have been blocked. 
The women urge that liability to this 
service is a logical and just step. They 
will support the measure, which will 
impose certain limitations and allow 


of options, particularly for mothers of 
small children. It is also urged that 
women will introduce into jury delib- 
erations a somewhat new and valuable 
viewpoint. It is pointed ont that serv- 
ice for both sexes on juries obtains 
in several states, and has worked out 
satisfactorily, according to the testi- 
mony of the courts and lawyers prac- 
ticing before them. 

There are two women mémbers of 
the special jury commission, Miss M. 
Sylvia Donaldson of Brockton, one of 
the first two women elected to the“ 
Genera! Court, and Miss Edith Haynes, 
Boston woman lawyer. At present 
Representative Donaldson is not a sup- 
porter of women jury service. She 
says, however, that she is open to con- 
viction. Miss Haynes, on the other 
hand, has been practicing for some 
years in the courts of Massachusetts

J. Weston Allen, former Attorney-

“The present system of selecting 
those who shali be placed on the jury 
list is primarily responsible for the 
failure to obtain jurors who meet the 
requirements of the law. The statute 
requires that jurors shall be ‘of good 
moral character, of sound judgment, 
and free from all legal exceptions.’ 
The remedy lies in removing from 
political influence the responsibility 
for the selection of those who shall 
be placed on the jury lists. I there- 
fore recommend that the present sys- 
tem of making up and drawing venires 
for grand and petit juries be abol- 
ished. In its place I recommend that 
a State commission of five members 
shall be established.”

MAJESTIC SAVES 
$11,000 IN DRY DOCK 


All previous records for quick work 
in cleaning and painting under-water 
sections of an ocean liner were said 
to be broken today when more than 
200 men completed that work on the 
huge hull of the White Star liner 
Majestic in the South Boston naval 
dry dock. The time ocdupied in this 
work was 26 working hours, the final 
touches being put on just before noon. 
This is said to be the first time that 
so large a space was cleaned and 
painted in so few hours. The men 
worked five hours Saturday, 10 hours 
Sunday, eight hours Monday, and 
three hours today. 

The unusually quick work on the 
Majestic makes it possible to float the 
liner out of dry dock on the flood tide 
about 6 o'clock tonight; a full day 
ahead of the expected schedule. Ow- 
ing to the fog which developed today 
it is possible that the vessel will be 
held in dry dock until tomorrow, still 
allowing ample time for sailing to 
New York and departing for Europe 
on schedule Saturday. 

The cutting down of the time that 
vessel is in dry dock reduces the ex- 
pense by about $11,000 in charges as- 
sessed by the United States Govern- 
ment for using the dock.

. Bnough, however, will 
na ve been written to demonstrate that 


the grant of economic Independence is 


by no means calculated to abolish the 
abuses so prevalent in the past and 
which have been at the root of much 
of the European rivalry which has 
worked so disastrously in the Near 
Bast. Were the outlook otherwise 
optimistic, the world might be justi- 
fied in taking its chance on an im- 
provement in this particular respect. 
‘Unfortunately, however, the dangers 
of the future are no less threatening 
if we regard the settlement from the 
political angle. 

The Turks have been permitted to 
re-establish themselves in Europe. 
For some years to come their pres- 
ence in the Balkan peninsula is 
unlikely to occasion any misgivings, 
But the day will surely arrive when, 
despite the provision of a neutralized 
zone, the Greeks and Bulgarians will 
again revolt against the. presence of 
Ottoman forces on their frontiers. The 
lands of eastern Thrace are exceed- 
ingly fertile, and, apart from national 
chauvinism, it is asking much of the 
peasant himself, perhaps toiling from 
morn to eve to exact a pittance from 
stony ground, to remain quiescent 
while ‘nagnificent farm lands remain 
almost uncultivated within gunshot. 


Its Outlet on the gean 


Further incitement to uurest has 
also been perpetuated by the failure 
to provide Bulgaria with an outlet 
on the Aigean. We do not for a mo- 
ment share the view that the Bul- 
\garians are altogether justified in de- 
‘manding sovereign control of a corri- 
dor to the sea. But the mere fact 


offer of transit rights, and that they 
demand actual sovereign possession of 
their corridor, surely indicates that 
as time goes on and the.finances of the 
country are restored, the Bulgars will 
make a bid for territorial aggrandize- 
ment, either at the expense of Greece 
or of Turkey. Under the circum- 
stances which have been established 
they are more likely to attack Turkey 


than Greece, and to seek to establish 


themselves, not only at Dedeagatch, 
but on the Peninsula of Gallipoli and 
in the fertile regions of eastern 
Thrace.

tics who imagines that once Russia 
has completed its evolution from Bol- 
shevism to a democratic and a na- 
tionalistic régime, it will not again 
cast eyes in the direction of the cov- 
eted city on the Golden Horn and a 
warm water outlet for its surplus 
products. Had Constantinople been in- 
ternationalized in some form or an- 
other, there would have been less in- 
ducement and no excuse for further 
Russian aspirations. But its contin- 
ued possession by an enfeebled Turk- 
ish state, and its administration under 
an incompetent régime, coupled with 
Turkish control of the Dardanelles 
and the Bosporus, will suffice to 
cause the Russians to regard them- 
selves today as the heirs to the great 
heritage, and to develop a policy cal- 
culated to achieve their ambition in 
the future. 

We have.remarked that the Turks 
will henceforth control the Straits, 
whereas it may be suggested that the 
new régime drawn up at Lausanne is 
international. However justified this 
argument may be in theory, it is 
valueless in practice. There are, it is 
true, demilitarized zones on either side 
of the Straits, but Turkish troops and 
guns alone may pass through them, 
while Turkish warships may anchor 
in the waters and a Turkish naval 
base and arsenal may be established at 
Constantinople. This meatis, in effect, 
that within a very few hours it will 
be possible for the Angora Govern- 
ment to close the Straits against any 
kind of international traffic as effec- 
tively as they did in 1914. 

These, then, are some of the prinel- 
pal dangers which arise from the terms 
ot the treaty which has been signed 
between Turkey and the allied powers. 
We have not considered it necessary

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FASTEST TIME SET 
IN AERIAL DERBY 


British 200-Mile Race Round 
London Finished in 62 Minutes 
at 192.4 Miles Per Hour 


By Cable from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, Aug. 7-~-The  200-mile 
aerial derby round — London yes- 
terday was won by L. L. Carter on a 
Gloster biplane in Ih. Am. 238., at 
speed of 192.4 miles per hour, which 
was 16 miles per hour faster than 
last year. The race was flown twice 
round the 100-mile circuit in perfectly 
clear flying weather, and the winner's 
speed must often have been over 200 
miles per hour. 

The Gloster biplane has only a 20- 
foot span, with a 450-horsepower Na- 
pier-Lion engine. The Croydon aero- 
drome was chosen as the starting and 
finishing point, as it has the largest 
and smoothest landing surface, which 
is necessary for small, high- “powered 
machines. 

W. H. Longton, on a Sopwith-Hawker 
airplane, with a 400-horsepower Bris- 
tol-Jupiter engine, was second; Capt. 
©. D. Barnard, on a D H 9, with a 450- 
horsepower Napier-Lion engine, third. 
It is interesting to note how the win- 
ner's speed has risen from 58 miles per 
hour in 1912, which was accomplished 
on a Bleriot monoplane, with a 50- 
horsepower Gnome engine, to 129 in 
1919, and 176 last year. 

Concurrently with the derby the 
Aerial Derby Handicap was flown, in 
which the first machine across the 
finishing line was the winner, this be- 
ing won by Capt. H. A. Hammersley 
in an Avro, with a 200 horse-power 
Viper engine.

The lack of federal legislation 
against lynching, such as the Dyer 
Bill, was mentioned by some, Re- 
cently four carloads of Negroes from 
the south on a single train passed 
through here en route to more north- 
erly cities. The most conservative 
estimate puts the movement through 
here at twice what it was a year ago. 

From southern Maryland, where for 
many years the, Negro population has 
outnumbered the white, there has 
been an exodus. Farmers face a seri- 
ous situation as these desertions, con- 
tinue at the time when labor is needed 
to till the fields and will soon be 
needed to harvest the crops. 

Virginia Negroes are coming here, 
but few compared with those from 
more remote states. There is no or- 
ganized movement, except by certain 
farmers, to hold Negroes on the farms. 
A great number of the new: arrivals 
are farm hands, but few turn to farm- 
ing in this State until they have tried 
to do something else. 

The movement now includes many 
families, with children of over 14 
years, who are being registered for 
work permits, These permits come un- 
der the state Labor Department. Dr. 
J. Knox Insley has noted this in- 
crease. He has no contact with the 
adults, as they are not registered. 

A Negro editor and real estate man 
estimated the influx at 1000 a month, 
based on average arrivals by rail and 
boat. 


Good Wages and Conditions 
_ Satisfy Negro in Florida 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla, Aug. 7 
(Special)—Migration of southern 
Negroes to points in the northern 


Florida. Some few Negroes have gone 
north, but that is usual in the summer 
months. 

In a few instances laborers have left 
the State, but their places have been 
promptly filled by white men, mostly 
from the northern states, who want 
work, but who will not work alongside 
the Negro. Florida is not included in 
what is known as “the black belt“ 
states of ne 828 the proportion of 
Negroes this pores 
3 ‘to the 2 i 
states in proportion to the white 
population. 

For the most part, the Negroes 
make good wages and are satisfied 
with conditions here and the. white 
people seem willing to have such as 
wish to leave, go when and where 
they choose. The attitude of the 
Negroes is well expressed in the fol- 
lowing extract from an editorial in 
the Tampa Bulletin, a Negro news- 
paper, published at Tampa. The 
Bulletin says: 

None of us should allow ourselves to 
be fooled north. If we go at all it 
should be after serious thought. We 
should not try to make believe that we 
are going to avoid being killed by the 
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i7th and Arch Sts., and Parkway.

Because we have not trained them 
they are at present unfitted for the 
' great responsibilities which, under the 
Jones Bill of the Wilson Administra- 
tion, were placed upon their shoulders. 
Falling to discharge these responsibili- 
on perly we conclude they are in- 
le of: self-government. This is 
— only not the truth, it is unjust. 
They are not incapable. They are only 
untrained. 


Gen. Wood Stands on Rights 


Mr. Batchelder paid tribute to the 
Wood administration. “General Wood’s 
position,” he said, “is a difficult 
one.” He added: 


The Jones Bill gave certain rights to 
the Filipinos and guaranteed to them 
self-government as rapidly as they were 
ready for it. They, of course, inter- 
préted this to mean almost immediately. 
Mr, n, Governor-General before 
General Wood, encouraged them in that 
belief. The Legislature of the Islands 
passed bills curtailing the powers of 
the Governor-General. When General 
Wood came to the Islands, however, he 
stood on his rights under the Jones 
Bill and refused to be bound by the 
curtailing legislation of the natives 
when it interfered with efficient admin- 
istration. This quite naturally aroused 
great Opposition. The present difficulty 
is the result. 

In the opinion of Mr. Batchelder 
there are three policies which might 
have been followed when America took 
over the Philippines. In the. first

For Good of Philippines

Philippines solely for their own 

Such a policy involved two 
definite courses of action. We could 
give them sanitation, education, good 
roads, better police and judiciary, in 
short, develop the material and cultural 
side of the Islands to the fullest. This 
we have sought to do. Right here may 
J pay tribute to the men and women 
who went to the Philippines from the 
United States in Government service. 
‘They were in a very real sense mis- 
sionaries. They were underpaid, over- 
worked, and unthanked. They were 
actuated by a great desire to be of 
service to the Filipinos in giving them 
the advant of the Western world. 

This unselfish policy involved another 
course—namely, that of giving’ the 
Islands self-government. How the 
Jones act was devised to give them that 
self-government it handed over to them 
all at once, powers and responsibilities | 
which should have been attained grad- 
ually. Instead of suddenly giving them 
high office they should have been 
allowed to work their way to those 
offices through the lower places in the 


the 


process of which they would have fitted | 


themselves for the higher. 

Because of this sudden freedom and 
power, coupled with the fact of their 
own lack of training in finances, eco- 
nomics and administration, the Fili- 
pinos made serious blunders. They im- 
paired the judiciary as indicated in the 
Wood-Forbes report. They wrecked 
the National Bank and since its funds 
were deposited in the treasury it too 
was depleted. The schools, the con- 
stabulary and public works have de- 
teriorated. General Wood saw these 
conditions. He determined to modify 
the too-rapid movement toward self- 
government and to restore the former 
efficient administration, and he has had 
to face, therefore, the opposition of the 
politicians. 


Self-Government Training 


There is a third policy, which Mr. 
Batchelder believes should have been 
followed. ‘That policy would undertake 
to train the Filipinos for self-govern- 
ment, Maintaining American supervi- 
sion over the affairs of the island dur- 
ing this period of training, however 
long it may prove to be. Mr. Batchel- 
der himself acting as undersecretary 
of the Interior for the islands, had 
ample opportunity to test out this 
method. In every case which came un- 
der his observation it has justified it- 
self, he said, adding: 

The Filipino is capable. He is eager 
to learn. e is companionable, but he 
is also high spirited and proud. We 
have a difficult situation to face. We 
cannot longer impose a government 
upon this people. y themselves are 
not yet fitted | to dove themselves with - 
out assistance. The alternative course, 
so far as I can see, is to send out a 
strong but tactful Governor-General, 
with a small corps of able assistants as 
rrr jg hc advisers, with the dis-

War Responsibility “Divided” 


Count Harry Kessler, in his second 
lecture before the Institute of Politics 
last night on “Germany and the Euro- 
pean Tangle,” analyzed still further 
than in his first address the divided 
responsibility for the World War, and 
contended that the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles constituted a violation of al- 
most every one of President Wilson’s 
14 points, which Germany had ac- 
cepted as a basis for peace negotia- 
tions. 

Quoting American and English au- 
thorities, the Count pointed out how 
Mr. Wilson, in the face of French de- 
mands that everything be sacrificed to 
make sure of French security, was 
obliged to back down from his original 
high purposes. Admitting that France 
had a just claim for security, Count 
Kessler insisted, however, that such 
a claim was not being satisfied by 
present conditions in Europe—in fact, 
could not be satisfied until Europe 
was once again restored and prosper- 
ous. He said: 

French policy is expressed in the 
secret agreement with Russia of March, 
1917. It was then, and has been since 
then, the desire of France to secure for 
itself at the end of the late war the 
restoration of Alsace-Lorraine, and a 
special position in the valley of the 
river Saar, as well as to obtain the 
political separation from Germany of 
its trans-Rhenish districts and their 
organization on a separate basis! in 
order that in the future the River 
Rhine might form a permanent strate- 
gical frontier against Germanic inva- 
sion and to this was added the idea of 
crippling Germany economically.

Even this necessarily short and gum- 
mary survey of the ‘effects the 
Treaty will allow us to compare what 
were the necessities’ of Europe and 
what the Treaty has given it. In my 
last lecture I set before you the prob- 
lems of Europe before the war and at 
the armistice, and we took stock of the 
lessons and forces which were right to 
hand for those who would earnestly en- 
deavor to solve these problems.

Jones Act as Foundation

The Filipinos practically established 
the fundamental that all of the mem- 
bers of this body, save the Governor- 
General and the Vice-Governor, were 
responsible to the Legislature and not 
to the chief executive. In short, so 
far as internal affairs were concerned, 
a system of cabinet, or responsible 
| government was erected upon the sub- 
structure of the Jones Act. 

Furthermore, there was established 
by law a “Board of Control“ composed 
of the Governor-General and the heads 
ot the two legislative chambers. Into 
its hands was placed the management 

of all the economic enterprises in 
which millions were being invested at 
that time—the Philippine National 
Bank, the Manila Railroad. cement 
plants, coconut oil refineries, sugar 
centrals, and so forth.

Connecticut Legislator Urges 
Formation of Selling Association 


HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 6—When a 
New York fishmongor not long ago 
purchased 80 barrels of butterfish and 
weakfish from, a Connecticut fisher- 
man for $97. 26 and sold them the 
same day for $1000, as is claimed by 
Charles E. Wheeler, member of the 
Connecticut Legislature, he unwit- 
tingly gave impetus to a proposal! that 
fishermen in Connecticut should form 
their own co-operative fish exchanges. 

This proposal, as a defense of the 
fishermen against extortionate middle- 
men, was made today in a report on 
commercial fisheries by Mr. Wheeler, 
who is chairman of the legislative 
Shell Fisheries Committee. 

“When there is a run for fish,” 
writes Mr. Wheeler, “the fishermen 
are too busy catching them to market 


His suggestion is that Connecticut 
fishermen “study the advisability of 
forming an exchange big enough to 
operate their own cold storage plants, 
and market their product through the 
exchange. It is a good gamble that 
they would get more for their fish, and 
that the consumer would get better 
prices, which would tend to create a 
better demand. 8 *

For a mo- 
ment he was lost in thought, stroking 
his large, dark mustache, while my 
fortune wavered in the balance. At 
last he said severely that I might per- 
haps stay for one night, but that my 
passport and baggage should not go 
as much as a single millimeter away 
from the station. Then the interpré- 
ter suggested that being an American, 
which was something like an English- 
man, I might need my robe de nuit 
toothbrush. The “control” 
stroked his mustache again, nodded, 
and then pocketed the passport, waved 
me and my baggage toward the door. 

No town was in sight beyond the 
station, only a great crowd of Greek 
cab drivers shouting their terms in 
resonant but unknown tongue. I en- 
gaged one, got into his box-like 
vehicle, and we started for the city, 
which lies a mile away. The cabs 
of Adrianople are the most intimate 
in the world. You sit on the narrow 
seat behind the driver with baggage 
wedged between your knees and the 
latters’ back. The driver sits on 
another narrow seat with his feet on 
the shafts—almost on the horse's 
back. When the horse starts, the bag- 
gake falls over and hits you on the 
nose. The trip from the station to 
the city cost four drachmas. As 
there were 39 drachmas to the dollar, 
I was still within my means. 

Half a mile down the cobble-stoned 
road. between tall poplar trees, the 
cab stopped and ‘a tall bearded gentle- 
man with two children wedged in.

—and it proves a means of heating 
soup or broth for the older children.

The Mutor-Cab School 


About 25 men are always to be 
found at the cab-drivers’ school be- 
the British Motor-Cab 
Company. They study for three 
months before they face the examiner 
at Scotland Yard. The interesting 
part is tat they are not boys fresh 
from school but men who have been 
out of the way of memorizing, some- 
times for many years. At present 
there are among them a marine engi- 
neer, a boot-maker, a ladies’ hatter, 
an accountant, a qualified electrician, 
cab-maker, and several chauffeurs. 

They are all attracted by an open- 
air life, and there are not Many ways 
of finding it in London. The road to 
it is what their instructor, Mr. A. 
Blaydon, the principal of the school, 
calls boring.“ All day and every 
day they have to apply themselves to 
one subject—the streets of London. 
The only break is when, after having 
acquired a certain amount of knowl- 
edge, they mount their bicycles and 
go and explore the different routes, 
They trace them on maps also, but 
for the most part they are solidly 
learning the names of streets in 
sequence, and the nearest routes to 
them. 


The Examiner’s Little Jokes 


Scotiand Yard helps by publishing 
a little book of routes, and the men 
are supposed to know every one of 
them. They do make themselves word 
perfect, and would pass the examina- 
tion on the first attempt if the ex- 
aminer would not go outside the book. 
He has a little habit, however, of 
asking a man to “drive” on somewhere 
after. he has reached his destination. 
It upsets the men also when the exam- 
iner interrupts their description of a 
route to ask what is round the corner.

the first attempt at the end of three 
months’ study, but they are allowed to 
go up for it again every week after- 
ward, and the average man passes at 
the end of four months. One man 
went up every week for six months. 
Several men, chiefly stewards on 
ships, gave up the attempt but came 
back after two years and had another 
try. About 50 per cent of the men 
who want to become taxicab drivers, 
however, give up the idea when they 
cannot pass the examination in three 
or four months, for they cannot afford 
not to be earning during their pro- 
tracted study. 

Even when they are safely through 
the “knowledge of London” test, they 
have to pass another examination on 
the way out of London to the suburbs 
to a distance of 30 miles. That only 
takes them another two or thre: 


weeks. 
The Driving Test 


The driving test remains, and any- 
one who has passed Scotland Yard in 
the morning understands what that 
means. 

The experts and the other would-be 
cabmen stand on the pavement, 
keenly watching the manetvers of the 
applicant for a license as he is or- 
dered to reverse his.cab in a given 
space, turn the cab round in the 
narrow street, and turn corners in an 
orthodox manner. 

A great number of men fail in the 
first test and are sent back to school 
for 14 days. If they fail again, they 
may not appear for a test for another 
month, and if they do not pass then, 
they cannot have another chance un- 
til two months are over. The fourth 
is the final test, unless the man has 
been driving a horse-cab, when he is 
allowed six tests. 

After he is qualified, the taxi 
driver has to study an “Abstract of 
Laws” governing the proper conduct 
of a taxi driver. His smart appear- 
ance and respectability are vouched 
for by two householders who have 
known him for three years and by his 
last employer.

Nantucket had then a recognized 
place in the world of affairs and con- 
sequently had the means to foster and 
indulge an instinctive desire for edu, 
cation and culture, which resulted in 
a splendid educational system. The 
children of the whalers and shipown- 
ers received every advantage that a 
broad outlook, a knowledge of the 
world and abundant means could 
supply. 
The Main Street Féte commemorates 
and as far as possible reviews the 
spirit and atmosphere of Nantucket 
at the height of its prosperity. For 
that one day time is turned back a 
hundred years, and the old houses in 
Main Street take up life once more 
in the spirit in which they were built. 
The rooms are filled with ladies and 
gentlemen attired in the rich brocades, 
broadcloths and fine linens of three 
generations ago. Or, if the household 
belonged to the Society of Friends, ſu 
the sober garb worn by the members 
of that sect. 


Children in pantalettes and short- 
waisted, long-skirted frocks play with 
grace hoops on the sidewalks. Battle- 
dore and shuttlecock games are in 
progress. Formal calls are made, and 
in the gardens refreshments are served 
with the grace and quiet dignity of a 
more leisurely civilization than our 
own. 7 

Old-time vehicles drive slowly along 
the cobblestone, elm-shaded street. 
Every now and then a shearing-cart 
may be seen, its occupants dressed in 
holiday attire, setting out for a day’s 
fun at the annual sheep-shearing. 

Here and there flags are seen wav- 
ing in the breeze, but none showing 
more than 13 stars. Altogether the 
Nantucket Main Street Féte presents 
a picture most fascinating to those 
who have American traditions and 
ideals.

Goods classed as prime medium qual- 


ity vary from 10 to 15 cents a pair. 
Factory location, however, accounts 
for some of this variation. 

There is less criticism and ridicule 
of style found in ladies’ novelty foot- 
wear. 
Haverhill, Mass., producing from 3000 
to 5000 pairs daily, are booked to 
Oct. 1. 

To some extent freakish W 0 
now appear in the fine and medium 
fine grades of men’s street shoes, 
especially in oxfords. Although odd 
patterns and freakish color combina- 
tions add from 50 cents to 31 a pair 
to the cost, they. sell in all sizable 
markets. 

To sum up conditions the demand 
for serviceable shoes from men’s to 
infants’ -is good. Advanced styles 
move readily at firm quotations, with 
advances asked from 5 cents to 15 
cents for grades. of staples in bath 
men's and ladies’ medium quality 
shoes. 

Leather Markets Steady 

The slow development of business 
fn the leather markets is remarkable, 
and is by no means commensurate 
with activity prevailing in kindred 
trades. Sole leather tanners report 
“steady sales to supply daily needs, 
but sizable contracts are few. Prices, 
however, are firm. The late advance 
in hides strengthens the entire list. 
Boston tanners are selling fair-size 
lots to shoe manufacturers, but sole 
cutters have been a’ bit conservative 
of late, being particularly bearish 
in their sentiments. 

Oak sole leather tanners predict 
that the former custom of buying in 
large quantities is becoming more or 
less obsolete. New York, Philadel- 
phia and Chicago dealers report their 
sales restricted to immediate wants. 

Quotations on union and oak tan- 
mages are unchanged, but buyers 
looking for a clean-up purchase could 
no doubt obtain small concessions. 

Both union and oak offals have an 
irregular demand in the Boston mar- 
ket. On some days carload lots are 
booked. Prices are firm on heavy 
shoulders and bellies, but other selec- 
tions tend toward weakness. 

No brand or grade of standard side 
upper leather has demand beyond 
that which would supply orders for 
shoes requiring early: shipment, but 
notwithstanding that fact, prices are 
strong, although a buyer after ‘large 
lots might break through quotations. 
Prime selections of elk are exceptions 
to the rule, however. Shades such as 
smoke and a new tan are being freely 
sampled and their future is promising. 

Novelty tannages in popular colors 
are selling daily, but caution is man- 
ifested because with stability lacking 
and new leathers coming on the mar- 


ket frequently, short buying is essen- | 


tial. Such an uncertain market tends 
to a low output and keeps prices 
firm on modish shades. 


Calf and Kid Markets 


Boston calfskin tanners report busi- 
mess as quiet. The demand for staple 
skins, men’s weights, is inconsistent, 
with conditions claimed by shoe manu- 
facturers. Nevertheless, buying is 
snug to needs. Prices are weak, and a 
buyer of any importance might squeeze 
quotations somewhat, but smaller lot 
buyers find terms firm. Reports from 
New York are no better; neither do 
the Chicago tanners claim business to 
be anything like normal. 

Suede calf is moving comparatively 
well, and prospects for the fall are 
encouraging. Prices are strong for 
black, brown, and grays. Ooze tan- 
nage is also active. Stocks are low, 
and prices are firm. An advance of 
5 cents is asked and obtained on the 
first and second selections. 

The patent leather stagé is all set 
for the fall run of business, and sam- 
pling has increased. A few of the 


— larger buyers are anticipating their 


future needs. Boston tanners expect 
a normal trade if not more. 

Philadelphia tanners are also book- 
ing sizable orders. These with steady 
sampling and filling-in trade, are in- 
dications of a three months’ business 
— may warrant an increased out- 
pu 

New York tanners report a decided 
improvement in demand. 

ces show steadiness, but tanners 
say that grades favored with an un- 
usual call are liable to advance in 
price. 

Glazed kid tanners are still hoping 
for a smart renewal of the demand for 
the regular tannages, but as yet sales 
are below the average record. How- 
ever, prices in the Philadelphia and 
Boston markets are unchanged, al- 
though there are rumors that some 
large buyers have obtained conces- 
sions.

LONDON, July 28—Another Masonic 
eration is in the making, and one 
which it 16 certain will meet with as 
great enthusiasm as any of the other 
federations already formed, all of 
which have proved highly successful 
in working.

tain brethren from overseas, and thus, 
in a broad sense, establish one com- 
mon lodge for themselves and their 
colonial friends. Various such lodges 
Rad been established since, and had 
worthily and well fulfilled the idea 
thus set forth.

“By what mysterious means are 
these things brought about?

y, submit it for approval to the 
strator or Comité de Lecture? 
Sure of Being Read 

“Tt Is quite simple. All he has to 
do is to leave it with the concierge of 
the theater or send it in by mail. 
From that moment the manuscript 
follows its normal and regular pro- 

ure. No matter, the manner in 
fhich it is presented, one thing is 
certain, whether the author is trying 
to. pry his way in or is hesitating on 
the threshold of the theater’s door, the 
uscript is sure of being read. The 
édie-Francaise is hospitable to. all, 
be it the vain, the humble, or the 
timid. It is a register in which are 
inkcribed, one after the other, titles of 
plays of the most unheard of descrip- 
tion and names of authors who are 
. pbsolutely obscure. 

“The less talented ones, those 
Whose works are never produced, 
naturally complain that this register 
is -but a record book whose records 
never go any further. This is 
@rroneous. No manuscript is laid 
aside. They never remain in the cup- 
board in which they have found tem- 
parary refuge, but are one and all 
given to the ‘readers.’ These ‘read- 
ers,’ two in number, make a note of 
the MSS. and submit a report on it 
that frequently contains much de- 
talled analysis. The report is in turn 
considered by the examining com- 
mittee, who decide whether it shall 
be sent to the reading committee for 
a decision. This, of course, only 
when it is a question of an author 
whose play has never been accepted 
by the Comédie-Francaise. 

“You ‘may perhaps say that it is a 
summary way of dealing with the mat- 
ter and exclaim with the rest of the 
skeptics, ‘The honorable readers are 
BS gene not overburdened with work.’

"How Leeds Loves Art

London, July 16 
AST time I told you how London 
loves art, and how, with a great 
effort, the people of the com- 
munity contributed the munificent 
sum of £8. Now let us see how a 
provincial center like Leeds, whose 
population is about a fifteenth part 
of London’s, greets the same purpose. 
Not long ago two enterprising en- 
thusiasts at Leeds, Mn Charles F. 
Smith and Mr. L. B. Ramsden, found 
that the time had come when the great 
industrial city should be enlightened 
as to the dramatic movement in 
Europe. and no longer remain satis- 
fied with second or third rate provin- 
cial companies bringing rechauffés 
from London. Being enthusiasts, they 
had more enterprise than money and 
nad to begin piano. First they gath- 
ered a group of young men and 
men ready to devote their leisure, 
er the day’s work, to the drama. 
There was no question, at first, of 
playing; they merely foregathered at 
meetings, picked a fine play from the 
great European orchard, from France 
to the extreme north, and read the 
‘parts round the table. The whole 
thing was stage-managed as a play, 
but, of course, the illusion of acting 
had to be entirely created by the 
voices of the interpreters. 


As interést grew, a little money 
floated into the coffers, and boldly it 
decided to hire a hall, to select 

fr the readers those who had the 
greatest possibilities as actors, and to 
a full-blown performance of a 
foreign masterpiece. The début went 
off with é6clat. Members poured in,

For, viewed superfi- 
cially, no nomination was ever made so perfunctorily 
or with such little consideration. The convention was 
weary, fagged out, disillusioned. The partisans of the 
three leading aspirants, Lowden, Johnson, and Wood, 
who made up more than two-thirds of the delegates, 
were resigned to the nomination of Harding, but not 
happy. They felt that the nomination would probably 
be a winning one, but none the less there was general 
resentment over the complete rejection of any sort of 
deference to the results of the popular primaries in which 
the other candidates had made their contests. 

The circumstances attending the selection of a vice- 
presidential nominee are seldom of a sort to suggest that 
the convention is giving to the task the grave attention 
which the importance of the post should demand. In 
this instance, after a speech from the floor by Senator 
McCormick, urging the nomination of Senator Lenroot, 
the name of Governor Coolidge was offered amidst the 
turms4l of the departing crowds, which made the speech 
of his sponsor at first almost inaudible. The speaker 
was one of the Oregon delegation, and rumor has it 
that the determination of the senatorial combine“ to 
nominate Lenrdot was such that no known champion of 
any other nominee could have gained the floor. Be that 
as it may, the speech of the Oregonian caught the imme- 
diate favor of both delegates and spectators. The rush- 
ing tide to the exits was checked and, although there 
was a hasty semblance of a roll call, there was quite as 
vigorous voting from the galleries as from the floor. 
Me have referred to the nomination as perfunctory. 
That is true, but only in part. Governor Coolidge was 
then known by reputation to most of the delegates, and 
there had been a not very vigorous presentation of his 
name for first place. But there had been little discus- 
sion of the Vice-Presidency. There never is. It seems 
to be the habit of American politicians to leave this 
important nomination to a tired body of delegates, eager 
to go home. The tendency to minimize the importance 
of this office is even manifested among those who have 
profited by it, for Theodore Roosevelt fought bitterly 
against being thus sidetracked, at the instance of his 
enemy, Thomas C. Platt.

/This was notably the case in the middle western states, 
where land values soared in many instances fully 100 per 
cent over the prevailing prices in 1913. To buy at the 
peak of high prices, many thousands of farmers went 
heavily in debt, paying interest rates, according to Federal 
Reserve Board reports, as high as 8 to 10 per cent. When, 
in 1920, prices of nearly all farm products fell rapidly 
to pre-war figures, there was practically no reduction in 
interest rates, which were fixed by the terms of the mort- 
gage, and the wheat grower who, in 1919, could have 
paid his interest with 400 bushels of wheat, found him- 
self compelled to give 800 bushels. In the case of farm

New York City would receive 
thereafter $1.50 an hour, or $12 
for an eight-hour day. The fact 

was not added that bricklayers 
are not paid by the day, and that they may be laid off 
at any moment if it rains or if there is a shortage of 
materials. ‘Hence the average reader of such reports 
would receive a false impression, and after perusing them 
would probably feel that the bricklayers in New York 
had somehow managed to obtain a wage far in excess 
of the value of the services they were rendering. To 
what extent this is true is an altogether different question. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the 
well-known soap manufacturers, Procter & Gamble, have 
recently made a revolutionary announcement with regard 
to their employees. In the future the thousands of men 
and women working for this concern in a score and a 
half of American cities are to be guaranteed not less 
than forty-eight weeks’ employment during each year 
at full pay. This guarantee is to apply unconditionally, 
except when operation of the plants is interfered with 
“through fire, flood, strike, or other extreme emergency,“ 
and on consideration of the employees having shown 
their conscientiousness by participating in a company 
profit-sharing plan. 

It may be remembered that when the last strike of 
coal mine operatives was being mooted, many expressed 
great surprise at learning that the average number of 
days in the year during which the miners actually had 
employment was startlingly few, and that the apparently 
large wage paid them when they were working was 
thereby reduced to a bare sufficiency for the merest needs 
of themselves and their families. Employment must be 
reckoned, therefore, when considered in relation to the 
remuneration obtained for it, with due regard to its 
steadiness, or an entirely false basis of argument will 
be accepted. 

According to the Federated Engineers’ study of 
waste, plasterers, whose average employment is 170 days 
a year, as a matter pf fact, although supposedly obtain- 
ing $12 for full days, actually receive, on the basis of 
yearly earnings, only $2040. This represents an aver- 
age of a trifle more than $8 a day when reckoned on 
the basis of the possible 254 working days in the year. 
Painters, also, who technically earn $10 a day, really 
receive in the same way only a few cents more than $7 
a day, though their wages are proclaimed by those who 
see fit so to do as being on the higher level. When it 
is recalled that the whole scale of living in the United 
States has increased some 70 or 80 per cent since before 
the war, or a decade or so ago, some of the apparently 
exorbitant wages are seen in an entirely different light. 
The so-called $12-a-day bricklayer is found to be not very 
far removed from the artificer of I912 or 1913 who 
earned perhaps an average of $4 or $5 a day the year 
round. Whatever, that is to say, may be deduced from 
premises regarding wages, must, if it is to be in any 
way a near approach to the truth, be predicated upon a 
just estimate of those wages, and not upon an inflated 
view based upon a false and misleading survey of facts. 


| 
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Many will recall those daily processions of working- 
men, a few years ago, every noon toward the nearest 
saloons. The men, of course, 
were after beer to go with their 
luncheons. Today, if Boston 
laborers are typical of those the 
country over—and there is no 
reason to suppose they are not— 
a change in the luncheon bever- 
age has taken place which offers 
material for thought on the part of economists, sociolo- 
gists and politicians. When the noon pause from labor 
comes, that is to say, the workers now invade the near-by 
groceries, delicatessen stores, etc., in search of—milk, 
Indeed, the amount of milk thus used must be enormous, 
if recently published statistics are any guide. And in 
all due reason they certainly should be. 

Thus, Boston’s milk figures show such a great increase 
this year that all previous records for milk consumption 
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in June were broken, according to the report of the 


research department of the New England Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association. The combined sales of the five 
largest dealers in the city, says this report, totalled 
25,600,000 pounds during that month. This is 2,000,000 
pounds more than was reported in May and 1,700,000 
more than in June, 1922. 

Milk production in June more than kept pace with 
the increase in demand, and a new record for the.amount 
of milk sold by farmers was also made. Reports from 
the five largest dealers showed ‘that the total purchases 
for the month were 58,000,000 pounds, as compared with 
54,000,000 pounds in May and 49,000,000 in June, 1922. 
The same farmers, approximately, sold 9,000,000 more 
pounds of milk in June, 1923, than they did in June, 1922. 
They sold 4,000,000 more pounds in June of this year 
than they did in May. 

Another striking illustration of the advance of milk 


in substitution for beer is furnished in the conversion 
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ot a brewery, long idle in Roxbury, into a modern milk 


distributing plant. The benefit to the workers and their 
wives and children indicated in these changes is almost 
beyond computation.

For there has come a 
India? widening of the gulf between the 
1 2 unfortunately divergent views 
of British opinion and that held 

by the politically-mindeti Indians. The one group main- 
tains the Lloyd Georgian stand that the institutions set 
up by the Government of India Act are to be held as 
wholly experimental in character; the other party to the 
contract declines as emphatically as ever to admit this. 
Englishmen would slow down the advance of reform; 
Indians are consistent in expecting, if not actually in de- 
manding, an increased rapidity of progress. Since the 
arrest of Gandhi there has been no open clash between 
these fundamentally opposed positions, but we have come 
to the threshold of another room in this vast edifice of 
Britain’s Oriental building. What is the room to hold? 

General elections are due in the great Asian peninsula 
within a few months. That must bring some necessity 
for the Imperial Parliament at London to pass upon the 
use which India’s first Legislature has made of its power 
and responsibility—the announced criterion for any 
further steps toward self-government. But the British 
legislators thus to be called on for judgment are not the 
ones who debated and altered - and finally approved the 
Montagu-Chelmsford diarchy plan. How will they 
interpret the policy of their predecessors? Will they 
shape their course .according to the demonstrated suc- 
cess or failure of the constitutional machine, that then 
will have been functioning some four years? Or, will 
the complex of social and industrial, economic and polit- 
ical conditions in the big protectorate determine what is 
next to be done? It is easy to say that these matters 
are intimately germane; it is easy to see that quite differ- 


ent results will arise according to which of the two 


phases of the question is to bear greater weight in the 
scales of decision. | 

Sharply akin to this comes another query: Have the 
sterner measures taken by the Calcutta Administration 
since 1922 really killed the revolutionary movement— 
compact of the oddly assorted elements of Hindu non- 
co-operation and Moslem caliphate activities—or has it 
been no more than scotched for the time? As the case 
now stands, the working of the new Constitution affords 
no answer to this riddle, but a distinctly sinister reply 
readily might be given by it, if, instead of boycotting the 
councils from without, as was attempted at first, the 
extremists should succeed in their present plan of cam- 
paign and capture those councils in the forthcoming 
elections, and then further their non-cooperation by 
“boring from within.“ 

It is a near future which will prove these and all 
cognate problems. India has come to a crossroads where 
it cannot hesitate an indefinite time. On the one hand 
stretches away the road of constitutional evolution, un- 
der the sympathetic guidance of Great Britain. The 
other leads to revolution, and such an overturning as not 
only would inflict untold suffering: in the immediate 
today but also lead to a tomorrow altogether dark. Nor 
does the man live who can advance adequate prediction 
as to that.

WHATEVER modifications the Soviet Government may have 
made since 1921 of the*repressive policies which distinguished 
the first four years of the revolution, there is one important 
particular in which there has been no change and that is in 0 
far as concerns thé press. 

Nothing approaching freedom of the press exists in Russia, 
nor has it ever existed since the Bolshevist Revolution. How- 
ever great the hopes held out for liberalization of the Govern- 
ment by events in Russia during the past two years, and these 
are great, there is nothing which may be taken as definitely 
presaging any change from the strict censorship and control of 
the press which has heretofore marked the Bolshevist policy. 

The Soviet Government put an end in October, 1917, to 
the publications of every political party other than of the 


- Bolsheviki, or, perhaps it would be more correct to say, that 


in the process of nationalization all newspapers became thereby 
the organs of the Soviet Government or Bolshevist Party. 
> > > 

There are thus in Russia today but two classes of news- 
papers: one, which is under the strict direction of the Central 
Government in Moscow, and a second, published under the 
direction of the local soviet or local committee of the Bolshevist 
Party. This latter class is under as strict a censorship as the 
former, although the character of the news is more local and 
it suffers less from the dictation of Moscow in the choice of its 
subject matter. 

An example of the first class.of newspapers is the Isvestia 
(News), in Moscow, the oficial Government organ; and of the 
second, the Pravda (Truth), the organ of the Bolshevist 
Party. As an illustration of the dominant position of the 
committee of the party in the Soviet Government (as explained 
in a previous article), it is noteworthy that it is in Pravda that 
there may be usually found intimations and discussions of 
Government policies which later take the form of official Gov- 
ernment decrees published in the Isvestia. 

In the first period of the Bolshevist Revolution, extending 
from 1917 to 1921, there was very little printed in the news- 
papers which would be accepted as “news” outside of Russia. 
Besides the speeches of the Government leaders and the Gov- 
ernment decrees, the scant four to six pages were chiefly occupied 
with propaganda appeals by various public men in the Govern- 
ment and the party. What little foreign news there was con- 
sisted of reports of strikes and labor disturbances. Io one 
reading a Russian newspaper at that time, the inference was 
unmistakable that in that part of the world which was not 
already in the throes of a revolution, the workers had already 


triumphed.

With the abandonment in 1921 of hopes of an immediate 
world revolution and with, indeed, the realization on the part 
of the most thoughtful leaders that return of stability in Russia 
would be hindered, rather than helped, by provocation of revolu- 
tion elsewhere, the tone of the newspapers became relatively 
more moderate and a more judicial attitude began to be exer- 
cised in the character of news. printed. 

Editors have attempted to explain this change in the char- 
acter of news as due very greatly to the difficulty experienced 
in the first year of the revolution in obtaining trained news- 
paper men. Journalists, belonging to parties other than the 
Bolsheviki, refused almost to a man to accept work with the 
Soviet press, presenting probably a more united front than 
that of any other professional class in the policy of non-co- 
operation pursued by the opponents of Bolshevism. But this 
can be accepted as only an incidental cause. While no doubt 
much of the exaggeration and over-emphasis placed upon news 
was due in the early days to the undisciplined enthusiasm and 
inexperience of the writers, the chief reason for the adoption 
of a more moderate and judicial tone has been due to the grow- 
ing realism of the Soviet leaders, as reflected in the policies of 
the Government. 

In seeking after information as to how restrictive the cen- 
sorship of the press is maintained by the Government, the 
writer inquired while in Russia of a very brilliant young editor 
as to whether the Government would so far relax its suppres- 
sion of dissenting opinion as to permit publication of a letter 
or article written by a member of the Menshevist, or Social 
Revolutionary, Party. His answer was that the Government 
welcomed constructive criticism but would not tolerate criti- 
cism of any other character, of which the opposition parties 
were all too full. If, in the opinion of the editor, the com- 
munication answered the former description, it would-be assured 
of publication. However, the writer never had opportunity 
in Russia of finding evidence of even so limited a tolerance as 
this on the part of the press. 

> > > 

During the same interview, there was rcmarked the decided 
difference between Russian newspapers and those abroad in the 
treatment of personalities. The explanation given was that 
Communism did not admit of the worship of a personality to 
the degree common in “capitalistic” countries. The. editor 
added that in Russia befgre the revolution more was known 
of the pomp and ceremony surrounding the person of the 
Emperor than of his personal attributes and acts. In Russian 
histories, the history of the French Revolution was compressed 
within four pages, while several times as many pages were 
devoted to a description of the palaces of the Imperial family. 

It was the opinion of this Communist editor that so soon 
as the Government felt secure enough of its strength it would 
permit the resumption of. publication of an opposition press. 
But there are no signs today of any relaxation by the Govern- 
ment of its heretofore strict repression of freedom of the press. 
This, one of the most difficult questions which all constructors 
of Socialist utopias have had to face, appears to be no nearer a 
solution by the Soviet Government than it has been in the past 
by those who have attempted to sketch theoretically the program 
of a Socialist state.

A Comparison of Values 


THERE has never been anything to compare with the mag- 
nificent service of The Christian Science Monitor in its relation 
to the California meeting of the National Education Associa- 
tion, writes A. E. Winship in The Journal of Education. It 
probably gave more space to the meetings than all other daily 
papers, not on the Pacific coast, combined. 

The service was highly intelligent, always, discriminating 
as to values, always loyal to the Association, always champion- 
ing the interests of the children. It is cause for American 
pride that there is a daily paper in the United States that has 
such a conception of the significance of a meeting of an associa- 
tion with 130,000 due-paying teachers; representing 700,000 
teachers, with its vast program devoted to the well-being of 
23,000,000 children. 

If this does not signify more to the future and glory of 
America than the fiasco at Shelby, Mont., then we have no 
intelligent appreciation of values. j
